TOWN WARRANT 


To Eunice M. Andrews, a constable in the Town of Sumner, 
in the County of Oxford. Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sumner in said county, qualified by law to vote in town 
affairs, to meet in Pleasant Pond Grange Hall, West Sumner, 
in said town, on Munday, the third day of March A. D. 1952, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
follcwing articles, namely: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the Municipal Officers for the year ending February 1, 
Rays 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to call for bids for 
the collection of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect one or more 
road commisioners for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Town Officers’ Salaries. 


Art. 7. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for snow removal. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools, superintendent’s salary, repairs and insur- 
ance of school houses, purchase of school books and tuition 
of high school pupils for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
school committee to continue the schools where an average of 
eight scholars has not been maintained for the past year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of poor for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for supplementary support of old 
age assistance. : 

Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for aid to Dependent Children for 
ensuing year. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of roads and bridge for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray miscellaneous accounts for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes on town ways. 


Art. 16. ‘To see what sum the town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and 
bridges) under the provisions of Section 25 and 29, Chapter 
20, R.S. 1944, as amended. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for purchase of snow fence. 


Art. 18. To see whether or not the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Dollars 
($25.00) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to 
be expended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the 
Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of the 


White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes. 
Chapter 11, Secs. 622-63-64., 


Art..20. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to hire 
such sums of money as may be necessary to pay miscellaneous 
acccounts and town debts in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes and to issue and negotiate the notes of the town for 
money so borrowed, to amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
the total tax levy for the preceeding municipal year as tem- 
porary loans to be paid during the year 1952 out of money 
raised during the said year 1952 by taxes. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Services. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
for public health nursing in Sumner, $75.00. Said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Department of Health and Welfare, 
Bureau of Health, for local service. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to reimburse the treasury. _ 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to be applied on a $3,000 note on the 
School House, of which $1,000 must be paid annually. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and dispose of all tax titles held by the town 
on such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute quit- 
claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the purchase of town officers’ 
bonds, town treasurer, tax collector, constable, and road 
commissioner. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the purchase of road equipment. 


Art. 28. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Fire Fighting Equipment. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $25.00 for Smallpox vaccination of the townspeople 
who want it. | 

Art. 30. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the purchase of snow 
removal equipment. 


‘Art. 31. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries 
and the interest on cemetery trust funds. | 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $50.00 for physical examination of all children in 
schools of Sumner. Said sum to be expended by superintend- 
ing school committee. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
old Tractor and Tractor Plows, if so for how much. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to charge interest 
at 4% on all unpaid taxes and liens after April 1, 1952, on 
1951 taxes. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of 96 dollars for street lighting service. 

Art. 36. To see what united action the Town should 
take with relation to registering its protests against the discon- 
tinuance of service by the Maine Central Railroad, and 
abandonment of its line from Rumford Junction to Canton, 
and to authorize the selectmen to make appropriate protests. 


Art. 37. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for civilian defense purposes. 

Art. 38. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the benefit of the Rumford Com- 
munity Hospital. 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $150 from Mrs. Anna Glover the interest to be used an- 
nually on the Sewell and Fred Glover Lot—no. 49 in Elm- 
wood Cemetery. }

of $100 from Ernest Packard and Bros. the interest to be used 
annually on the James Packard lot in Elmwood Cemetery.

The overdraft on our Snow Account is much larger than 
usual because we have had more winter, more plowing roads 
and sanding than any other winter that I have had charge of 


winter roads. 


We used to be satisfied if the roads were plowed; now 
they not only want them plowed currently, but demand them 
sanded as well. We certainly don’t get things done as cheaply 


as we used to. 
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We also had two or three major breakdowns on our 
tractor, that amounted to over $1,000. Of course we could 
have taken $1,000 out of Equipment Funds to make it look 
better, but we broke it plowing snow and it has always been 
customary to pay for repairs out of Snow Account. These 
were the first major repairs we have had on this tractor.

Comments on Highways 


I have had $335.65 worth of steel culverts this year, 5 on 
John Bonney Rwad, one on Potash Hill, 2 on Jim Gammon’s 
Road, one on Tuell Hill, and 2 on Chester DeCoster’s Road. 
I can think of a lot of places that should have them now. 
There should be 5 on Sumner Hill, 4 around Labrador Pond, 
4 or 5 on the Redding Road, some on Tuell Hill Road, and 
4 more on Jim Gammon’s Road. It is almost impossible to 
put in a plank culvert unless it is covered 2 feet deep with 
dirt that will last over a year with present day travel. 
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Town Road Improvement Road 


Our Town Road Improvement Fund was used on Chester 
DeCoster’s Road towards Paris line from West Sumner. We 
have got quite a good piece of road and all hope it will keep 
them out of the-mud for a few years, the gravel was all given 
to the road job by Dr. Moore and August Kiloonen, also 
some labor with truck was given for the sake of the job, of 
which is appreciated by the town. 


We had planned on using some of our Town Road Im- 
provement Fund for maintenance work on Eastman Hill and 
Jim Gannon’s Road, but the state supervisor wouldn’t allow 
it this year, we had to spend it all on one road. 


Special Resolve | 

We have a Special Resolve for the Redding Road of $500 

also $400 for Sumner Hill Road. This will be available after 
July 1, 1952.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Sumner: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition 
of the Schools at Sumner together with an itemized statement 
of income and expenditures for the fiscal year 1951-1952. 

A positive stride forward has been made in the education 
of the children of Sumner. The addition to the West Sumner 
school now makes it possible to have the upper grade pupils 
taught together. Eventually when adequate reference and 
textbooks are provided the children will be much better 
equipped to enter High School. 


Some repairs are necessary. The fire commissioner has 
ordered the doors at_the East Sumner schoolhouse to be re- 
hung to open outward. There has been a leak in the roof at 
the Morrill School. How serious it is cannot be told at present 
but it is being examined and by Town Meeting time we 
should be able to tell what repairs will be necessary. 


The interior of the East Sumner school should be re- 
painted. The Morrill school needs repainting also. Provisions 
should be made for some type of portico at the entrance to 
the new room at West Sumner. Melting snow drips from the 
eaves and forms a hazardous condition which should be 
remedied. 


The Jay school board thru the Superintendent of schools 
offers to contract with any town having no High School. This 
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school committee will permit students to attend Jay High 
School for an annual tuition rate of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per year. School board members and interested 
citizens have been invited to visit unannounced to see the 
High School in operation.

West Sumner Addition 

At the last town meeting twenty-four hundred dollars 
were appropriated, “‘With intention of major repairs or a new 
school house”. To supplement this was a loan of three 
thousand dollars from the Norway National Bank, and two 
hundred twelve dollars and fifty-seven cents in the regular 
school repair account, which the School Board had agreed 
should be used. 


The school Building Committee, headed by Horace Cobb, 
agreed that an addition to the West Sumner building would 
be the most feasible course of action. 


Plans were submitted to Deputy Commissioner Bailey of 
the State Department of Education for approval. The ap- 
proved plans called for a one room addition to the existing 
structure. They also made provisions for modern toilets, 
lavatories, a drinking fountain, and a central heating plant. 


An undertaking such as this would border upon the 
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foolhardy without public spirited citizens and careful man- 
agement. Capt. N. N. Gates donated 3,000 ft. of hemlock 
logs. R. P. Millett gave the equivalent of 1,000 ft. of pine 
logs. A. E. Farrar donated his time and truck for cutting, 
yarding, and hauling logs. Horace Cobb, as Chairman of the 
Building Committee gave freely of his time not only in super- 
vising but in making trips for supplies and in checking on 
bids with the various suppliers. And many other people too 
numerous to mention tried to do their part to prove that the 
State-wide figure of slightly more than a thousand dollars 
per pupil to erect a building could be greatly bettered in 


Sumner. 


The completed classroom minus the desks is a credit to 
any community. The Committee is aware, however, of some 
rather important things which couldn’t be completed and 


would like to point them out. 


1. ‘There should be some kind of vestibule to protect the 
entrance from melting snow or rain. 
2. The floor should be covered with asphalt tile. 


3. Modern desks and furniture should have been in- 


stalled. But, considering that this addition including a heating 
plant, ventilators, and toilet rooms cost under sixty-five 
hundred dollars, it is obvious that no more could have been 
done. The Town of Sumner should feel proud of the efficient, 
economical job that was done.

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ANNUAL REPORT of PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
Sumner — 1951 
Year after year the people of your community have par- 
ticipated in the various services offered by the Public Health 
Nurse. Among the many phases of the program available to 
you are Child Health Conferences, Crippled Children’s and 
Pediatric Clinics, the School Health Program, and home 
visiting. 
Last summer a Child Health Conference was held. 
Thirty-seven children received examinations over the three 
month period. Immunizations were also offered. 


The School Health Program is one in which every mother 
and father has an interest. Your nurse plans to visit the 
schools monthly and make home visits where indicated. 
Physical examinations were given in the fall to 101 children 
by Dr. Nangle. Forty-eight of these children received immu- 
nization against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, 
and 4 were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Home visits are made at the request of some member of 
a family or the family physician for the purpose of giving 
assistance to the expectant mother, to parents and to homes 
in which prolonged illness has created problems. 


Several children of your town are benefitting from the 
service of the Crippled Children’s Clinic. Following these 
clinics your nurse visits homes where indicated to assist parents 
in carrying out recommended home treatment. 


At this time the nurse wishes to express her appreciation 
to the Mother’s Club and all others who have assisted in the 
community health program.

Town of Sumner 


February 3, 1950 to February 2, 1951 

An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Sumner for the fiscal year ended February 2, 
1951. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector and Town Clerk. The result of the audit indicates that 
the following suggestions appear worthy of consideration by 
the town officials: 

Trust funds totaling $2,500.00 have not been 
invested in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 80, Section 106, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, as amended. This amount of money is 
a part of the general fund cash and considera- 
tion should be given to invest this money per 
statutory requirements. 

Bank passbooks of trust fund monies should be 
taken to the bank at least yearly so that earned 
interest could be added. 

Transfers between accounts should be recorded 
by journal entries rather than the use of checks 
for this purpose. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that expenditures ex- 
ceeded available funds by $1,629.57 and is summarized as 
follows: 


Overdrafts $2,993.49 
Unexpended Balances 1,363.92 
Net Overdratts $1,629.57 , 


This condition was brought about by overdrafts in various 
appropriation accounts more particularly the overdrafts in the 
highways and bridges and charity accounts totaling $2,337.31 
and $434.41 respectively. The Department of Attorney Gen- 
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_ eral has advised that overdrafts are not permitted by Statute 
excepting in certain instances where emergencies arise in 
highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation. 

The unappropriated surplus of $7,273.46 at the beginning 
of the year was reduced to $5,643.89 at the year end. This 
change was caused by the net overdraft of the appropriation 


accounts. 


The examination also included verification of accounts 
receivable, tax and tax lien accounts. Insurance policies were 


listed and corporate surety bonds were found on file for the 
following officials: 


Tax Collector $5,000.00 
Treasurer $3,000.00 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures. 
were followed to the extent deemed appropriate to develop 


these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at February 2, 1951, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.

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SNOW NOTES 


The snow appropriation was overdrawn nearly $700 
when it was raised. This overdraft and the cost of new 
tracks took nearly all of the state reimbursement. In ad- 
dition some roads were not open at town meeting time 
which placed us in a very difficult financial position. It 
was necessary to borrow $2,500.00 additional to pay snow 
removal bills. The open winter has been some help. 
Sanding costs have been high, but plowing and repair 
bills have been very reasonable. Approximate costs for 
actual snow removal operation this season are as follows: 

Sanding: including cost of sand, salt, haul- 


ing and spreading $624.22 
Plowing: only wages and fuel included 401.68 
Setting up snow fence 234.91 


(These figures do not include foreman’s wages . 
repairs, or supplies.) 

New tracks were necessary to replace the ones which 
were in the tractor house fire. These tracks were sharp- 
ened and used in the winter of ‘90-51 and again last 
winter. By the time all the plowing was done, they were 
completely useless. } 


At the October special meeting the town voted to pur- 
chase a used Walter truck and plow instead of the pro- 
jected light truck plow and wing. While the wisdom of 
this move is still in question, the officers feel that the 
truck has worked out well and will prove to be money 
saving equipment over a period of years. 


This year’s cost may seem high for such an easy win- 
ter, however much of it has been used for supplies stil] 
on hand. 


Rather extensive repairs to the track frames, etc., were 
also necessary this year. These repairs being a benefit to 
all accounts under which the tractor is used were charged 
against the equipment account.

HIGHWAY ACCOUNT COMMENTS 


Our highway accounts were hit very hard by a bad 
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washout on the Redding Road caused in part by the re- 
placement of a bridge across the Common Brook. The 
bridge had been removed after causing a similar wash- 
out in the fall of 1951. We received reimbursement from 
the Brown Company and have the promise of further re- 
imbursement from Ivan Morey. More money was spent 
to fill a washout starting at the top of the hill in front of 
the Del Davenport farm and extending the whole length 
of the hill. There is much more work to be done here. The 
Sumner Hill Road was virtually impassable, also, from 
Julian Dyer’s to Rene Duchesne’s and little better beyond. 
Much of Arthur Allen's road and the Tuell Hill Road re- 
mained impassable until late summer. Potash Hill is still 
in very poor condition despite considerable money spent 
there. 

A heavy grader was hired from Livermore and several | 
miles of road were graded and ditched in hopes to pre- 
vent some future washouts. Considerable work was also 
done with the bulldozer which has helped snow removal 
greatly and has improved drainage. 

Our many wooden culverts and small bridges have, 
as usual, proved to be a serious liability. They will not 
stand up under trucks of 15 to 20 tons gross weight. Some 
of these have been replaced with steel or concrete. 

A special resolve of $500 nearly doubled the improved 
section of the Redding Road. It is now possible to plow 
from Twin Bridges to Morrill School with both wings 
down. , 

A special resolve of $400 plus $600 from the Town Road 
Improvement Fund was used to improve a part of the 
Sumner Hill Road. Much adverse comment has been 
aimed at the work but it is hoped it may be at least 
semi-permanent. Here again the snow removal situation 
will be eased in a hard winter. The remainder of the 
Town Road Improvement Fund was spent on the John 
Bonney Road. This extended the improved section of this 
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road from Tommy Bragg’s to some distance beyond the 
Claude Waters place. 

Very little consideration has been given to the mainten- 
ance of the improved sections of road once they have 
been built. As a result we are losing the benefit of this 
work and gaining. little or nothing on our unimproved 
roads. Some maintenance work on these roads is be- 
coming very necessary.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Sumner: 

I herewith submit my annual report of the Condition of 
ihe schools at Sumner together with an itemized state- 
ment of income and expenditures for the fiscal year 1952- 
1953. 

Iam happy to report that the recommendations of last 
year concerning the doors at the East Sumner school and 
the roof at the Morrill school have been carried out. The 
roof at the Morrill school has been resurfaced with 
galvanized iron and the door at the East Sumner school 
has been rehung to open outwardly. 

Of primary concern this year is the hazardous condi- 
tion at the entrance to the upper grade room at West 
Sumner. This condition should be remedied at once. The 
classrooms at the East Sumner and the Morrill schools 
need to be repainted. 

I am happy to report that considerable progress has 
been made toward furnishing adequate textbooks, par- 
ticularly in the upper grade room. Here a set of encyclo- 
pedias has been added to the few reference books. This 
program of strengthening the teaching through adequate 
textbooks will be carried on as rapidly as funds will per- 
mit. Incidentally the upper grade room has been search- 
ing for a Library table among other things. If anyone 
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has a library table he is not using I am sure the teacher 
and pupils will welcome the use of it. | | 
For the past year I have been apprehensive about the 
crowded condition at the East Sumner school. If present 
indications hold true, I do not believe the school will be 
able to accommodate the incoming first grade. cl

REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 
SUMNER — NOVEMBER 1952 


To the Town of Sumner: 

Sodium fluoride solution by direct application to teeth 
is the best decay prevention method known today with 
the exception of adding fluorides to the public water sup- 
ply. These applications were offered to your 3-year-olds 
and to the pupils in your second) fifth and eighth grades 
whose parents gave their written permission. These age 
groups were selected because the applications work best 
on newly erupted teeth and are recommended for all 
children when aged 3, 7, 10 and 13 years: 

Your three-year-old children and those in the elemen-

tary schools have just participated in your second com- 
munity-financed mouth health project. Both denial decay 
prevention and mouth health education activities were 
carried on by a registered denial hygienist from the Divi- 
sion of Dental Health, some of the education being done 
in your school buildings and the children being taken to 
Canton for their sodium fluoride applications. Time to 
the amount of seven days spread over a three week per- 
iod was used for your children. 

Communities offering this preventive service plan on 
these same age groups annually, so that each child has 
an opportunity for applications whenever he reaches a 
recommended age. 

To receive maximum benefit, each child should have 
four applications at each of the four ages, the applica- 
tions being made with a definite technique. 

In addition to these decay preventive applications, each 
child received a careful mouth examination. Examinu- 
tions were also given to all first grade children. Individ- 
ualized instruction was given each child, as to how he 
could improve his own mouth health. 

The total number of children receiving sodium fluoride 
applications was 42, although only 38 children received 
the required four applications. 

Of the entire 60 children examined, 45 children—75 per- 
cent—had really clean teeth. 


It was further observed that although 23 of the 60 chil- 
dren said they had been to the dentist, only 13 children 
had any filled teeth and only 2 children had no active 
dental decay visible. This last fact means only 2 children 
had really healthy mouths, dn indication that many Sum- 
ner children are in need of dental repair. 


As you know, sodium fluoride applications make teeth 
nearly twice as resistant to dental decay but do not pre- 
vent all new decay from occurring. Neither do these 
applications stop decay that has already started nor re- 
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pair already decayed areas. Therefore, it is just as im- 
portant as before for these children to have dental care 
twice a year or oftener if the family dentist so advises. 

It is hoped that the mouth health project will now be- 
come an annual part of the community health services. 
If sodium fluoride applications are offered annually then 
each child may have them as he reaches the recom- 
mended ages. Even the second and fifth grade children 
just treated will need more applications when they are 
in the fifth and eighth grades to protect the teeth that will 
erupt between now and that time, 

Particular credit is due the conveyors who spent so 
much time and effort on transporting the children to Can- 
ton. They made the sodium fluoride applications practi- 
pale... | 

Working with the Sumner children and mothers was a 
pleasure because everyone was so interested and co- 
operative.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


NURSING SERVICES 
SUMNER — 1952 


A strong desire for a good public health program has 
been evident in Sumner for some years. This desire has 
been expressed not only by insistent requests for the serv- 
ices of a public health nurse, but, also by the whole- 
hearted way in which volunteer workers are always 
available to assist with every project carried on in your 
town to protect and promote the health of your children 
and the general public. 

Dtring the school year visits were made in the schools 
and immunizations were done for all children as needed

and requested to protect them from diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and smallpox. The audiometer tests were 
given to discover hearing acuity of each child. Where 
loss of hearing or other physical defects were found, visits 
were made in the homes to assist parents in securing the 
corrections needed. 

A splendid group of volunteer workers assisted Dr. 
Nangle and the public health nurse in a series of Child 
Health Conferences where infants and preschool children 
received physical examinations and immunizations for 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox. At 
these conferences mothers were encouraged to discuss 
health problems and had an opportunity to ask any ques- 
tions they might have accumulated for this occasion when 
they were able to talk with both the physician and the 
public health nurse. 

At this time we wish to express appreciation to the 
town Officials, the physicians, the school and Child Health 
Conference committees and all who have assisted in the 
public health program in Sumner.

The examination was made by Auditors S. M. Emery 
and P, H. Allen in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards that pertain to municipal accounting. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained 
within the scope of the examination, the financial trans- 
actions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the 
accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated.

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COMMENTS

February 3, 1951 to February 2, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Sumner has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
February 2, 1952. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Tax Collector, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 

The result of the audit indicates that transfers between 
accounts should be recorded by journal entries rather 
than clear through the treasurer’s cash account. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations showed that 
expenditures exceeded available funds by $1,292.24. 
Overdrafts were noted in the General Government, Pro- 
tection, Highways and Bridges, Charities and Education 
accounts totaling $25.00, $20.65, $3,406.47, $634.82 and 
$44.60 respectively. Overdrafts and unexpended balances 
are summarized as follows: 


Overdratts $4,156.34 
Unexpended Balances 2,864.00 
Net Overdratts $1,292.24 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute, except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities, 
and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appro- 
priation. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $4,222.36 at 
the year end or a decrease of $1,421.53, as compared with 
the preceding year. This decrease was occasioned prin- 


cipally by the excess of expenditures over available funds 
of $1,292.24. 
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A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues de- 
creased over the previous year by $1,740.29. Expendi- 
tures for the same period increased $16,424.72. The fac- 
tors contributing to these differences were reviewed with 
no exceptions noted. Following is a summary of the dif- 
ferences as compared with revenues and expenditures of 
the preceding year:

At special town meetings held on June 15, and July 6, 
1951, it was voted to authorize the selectmen to negotiate 
loans totaling $9,396.00 Notes of the town were issued 
and the proceeds were expended as follows: 


West Sumner School Addition $3,000.00 
State Aid Road Construction 6,396.00 
Total $9,396.00 


Under the terms of the article the state aid road con- 
struction loan will be liquidated in 1953 from state aid re- 
imbursements of $2,132.00 in 1952 and 1953 and town 
appropriations of $1,066.00 in the same periods. 

The various trust fund principals totaled $5,829.00 and 
the unexpended income amounted to $6.61 at the close of 
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the fiscal. year. The funds were represented by invest- 
ments in U. S. Savings bonds totaling $900.00, time de- 
posits $585.61, stocks $1,850.00 and due from the general 
fund $2,500.00. 

Attention is directed to the provisions of Chapter 80, 
Section 106, of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which reads 


in part: 
“City and town officers . . . shall hereafter invest 
all permanent funds including . . . money or 


credits deposited with them for perpetual care of 

lots in cemeteries...” 
The above quotation from the Revised Statutes applies, 
in this instance, to cemetery perpetual care funds totaling 
$2,500.00, which have been deposited in the general funds 
of the town. 

Attention is further directed to the investments of the 
ministerial fund. It would appear advisable that a review 
of these investments be made, to determine if they comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 106: of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944 and Chapter 55, Section 38, Sub- 
section I to IX of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Revenues and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verificaion were utilized to determine the correctness of 
tax and tax lien accounts. Transactions affecting the 
various funds held in trust by the town were reviewed. 
Insurance and bond coverage were examined. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit proce- 
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dures were followed to the extent deemed appropriate to 
develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial posi- 
tion of the town at February 2, 1952, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 
SUMNER — OCTOBER 1953 


To the Town of Sumner: 


Your second annual mouth health project was recently 
completed by a dental hygienist from the Division of. Dental 
Health. This program was financed by town appropriation. 

As was started last year, your project consisted of sodium 
fluoride applications for the partial prevention of dental de- 
cay. Three-year-olds and children of the second, fifth, and 
eighth grades were offered applications. As usual the first 
application for each child was preceded by a professional 
cleaning that the solution might be applied directly to all of 
each tooth surface and the children were urged to keep their 
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teeth well brushed. Each child was scheduled to have four 
applications. 

Each child also received a dental examination, made with 
mouth mirror and explorer. During the applications, the den- 
tal hygienist discussed mouth health with the children and 
showed them how they could improve their own mouth 
health. After the applications were completed mouth re- 
ports were sent home to the parents stating the age when 
he should have another series; describing the health of his 
mouth then; suggesting what could be done to improve it, 
and how the parents could help. 


Children in the sub-primary and first grades received 
mouth examinations, and mouth reports were also sent 
home to their parents. 


You are to be cammended for offering these applications 
to your three-year-olds. Extensive research has established 
that sodium fluoride solution applied with a specific technique 
to the teeth of a three-year-old will help preserve the first 
or ‘‘baby’’ teeth. Retaining these teeth in useable healthy 
conditions until the proper time to lose them is most impor- 
tant for good mouth development and adequate chewing. 


In all, 59 children were examined — 46 of these started 
the series of sodium fluoride applications and 45 completed 
the series. At the time of examination 26 children were con- 
sidered to have clean mouths; 7, including the three-year- 
olds, had no decayed teeth; and 24 said that they had been 
to the dentist. However, no children had all decay corrected. 
This shows that there is still a great need for more and bet- 
ter dental care for Sumner children. 


At this time | wish to thank all those who helped with the 
Sumner program.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
SUMNER — 1953 

Resuming my work as your public health nurse is a distinct 
pleasure to me. The willingness and enthusiasm with which 
you work for the health of your community is most outstand- 
ing. 

In the early spring and summer three Child Health Confer- 
ences were held at which time 42 children were examined by 
Dr. Nangle, the Conference physician. Twenty-five children 
were immunized against whooping cough, diphtheria and 
tetanus; 16 had smallpox vaccinations. 

In the fall all school children were examined and offered 
immunizations, by Dr. Nangle, assisted by members of the 
Mother’s Club, School Committee and the public health nurse. 
It was interesting to note that more recall injections — 
"Boosters’’ ——- were given than initial immunizations. This 
would seem to indicate that your children are being immu- 
nized early in life, which is good community public health 
practice. 

Early in the new year, your public health nurse expects to 
test all school children’s hearing from the 4th grade and 
above. Home visits will be made to assist parents in secur- 
ing correction of those with defective hearing. 

The public health nurse continues to make home visits to 
communicable disease cases and their contacts; and to chil- 
dren with crippling diseases. These visits are made to help 
interpret to the family: the doctor’s orders, to review clinic 
cases, and to assist family in following any recommendations 
made. She also visits infants and preschool children to help 
mothers with diets, child training and other problems of the 
young. She will demonstrate and teach any bed-side care 
or treatment ordered by the family doctor. 

| wish to thank the Selectmen, the School Committee and 
the Mother's Club for their continued cooperation and inter- 
est in the health programs of Sumner.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Sumner 


February 3, 1952 to February 2, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Sumner 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 
2, 1953. The audit included examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax 
Collector and Treasurer. 


The result of the audit indicates that the municipal offi- 
cials should give consideration to the following suggestion: 


Excise taxes collected should be deposited in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 81, Sec- 
tion 105 of the Revised Statutes of 1944, which 
‘reads in part: “Every collector of taxes shall, on 
the last day of each month, pay to the treasurer of 
the town all monies collected by him...” 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations disclosed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $2,309.36. However, over-— 
drafts totaling $659.40 were noted, (Exhibit D). Unex- 
pended and overdraft balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $2,968.76 
Overdrafts 659.40 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,309.36 | 


The Department of Attorney General has advised thai 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain in- 
stances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 
tion. | 
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AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of available funds and expendi- 
tures, (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, available 
funds decreased by $2,483.45 as compared with those of the 
preceding year. Expenditures for the same period decreased 
by $6,085.05. The factors contributing to these differences 
were reviewed with no exceptions noted. The following is a 
summary of the differences as compared with available funds 
and expenditures of the preceding year:

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it was 
determined that the net overdraft balance carried forward 
io the ensuing year totaled $100.47, (Exhibit D). 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$6,504.23 or a net increase of $2,281.87 as compared with 
the preceding year. This increase was occasioned principally 
by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 
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NOTE INDEBTEDNESS 


The note indebtedness of the town at the close of the year 
amounted to $9,398.00, (Schedule A-6). The state aid road 
construction note of $3,198.00 is reflected in the general 
iund and is to be retired by a 1953 appropriation of $1,- 
066.00 and $2,132.00 which is due from the State of Maine. 
The remaining notes payable of $6,200.00 are shown in the 
debt fund and mature $4,350.00 in 1953 and $1,850.00 in 
1954. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of the various funds held in trust by the 
town disclosed that principals totaled $6,079.00 and the un- 
expended income amounted to $6.61 at the close of the fiscal 
year. New trust funds totaling $250.00 were received dur- 
ing the year and were invested in time deposits. The funds 
were invested as follows:

From the examination of trust funds it was noted that 
cemetery perpetual care funds of $2,500.00 were a part of 
the general fund rather than being invested as provided for 
by Chapter 80, Section 106 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 
Also noted were the type investments of the ministerial fund, 
Oxford Paper Company stock. It is suggested that a review 
be made to determine if 'these investments comply with the 
provisions of Chapter 80, Section 106 and Chapter 55, Section 
38, Sub-sections | to IX, of the Revised Statutes of 1944, as 


amended. 
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GENERAL 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by methods 
and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification 
‘were utilized to determine the correctness of tax, tax lien 
accounts and notes payable. Insurance and bond coverages 
were examined. Excise tax collections were verified by exam- 
ination of the copies of the receipts retained by the collec- 
tor. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheets and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the town at February 2, 1953, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
EDWARD C. MANNING 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Sumner: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual re- 
port of the condition of the schools of Sumner. I have 
received a cordial reception and complete cooperation 
from all those Town Officials and citizens with whom I 
have had occasion to transact school business. The 
teachers and the Superintending School Committee 
have given me excellent advice and ready assistance 
as we have worked together to operate the schools in 
the best interests of your children. 

Provisions for heating the Morrill and East Sumner 
Schools have been vastly improved by the installation 
of oil burning stoves. The School Department pur- 
chased the equipment for the Morrill School, and we 
are indebted to the Selectmen for their matching pur- 
chase of the equipment for the East Sumner School. 
By good fortune and with the cooperation of the sup- 
pliers we were able to make each of these installations 
at a cost of approximately $100.00 less than had been 
estimated. 

The use of this automatic equipment permits a great 
saving in time and labor for the teachers. It also makes 
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it possible to keep the buildings heated overnight. The 
greatest benefit, of course, is in increased comfort and 
warmth for the children. 

The program of dental care and physical examina- 
tions has been continued under the able supervision 
of Miss Kathleen Niles, Dental Hygienist and Miss 
Helen Arnold, the School Nurse. Reports of their ac- 
tivities appear elsewhere in the Town Report. 

Beginning January 3, 1955 we participated in the 
Special Milk Program of the State and Federal govern- 
ment. This program makes milk available at recess 
or noon to children at a reduced price. We hope before 
warm weather to make arrangements for refrigeration 
so that the program may continue throughout the 
school year. 

Textbook replacement and improvement will be 
largely completed during the next school year. We can 
then expect to operate on a maintenance basis in text- 
book purchases for a time. We have utilized the extra 
subsidies allocated-this year by the state to assist in 
this way and to rovide new materials for instruction 
in geography. These funds have made it possible to 
accomplish these improvements and yet to carry over 
a balance. 

The teachers and children at the West Sumner 
School through their earnings from janitorial work 
have purchased a first-quality duplicating machine. 
With this the teachers can prepare instructional ma- 
terials for all of the schools. Sumner is fortunate in 
having diligent and devoted teachers who do more then 
the minimum required by their contracts. 

Our budget request for the coming year will yield 
an amount slightly under the total amount available 
for school operations last year. It has been calculated 
carefully with a view to economical operations and does 
not permit leeway. The cost for high school tuition will 
be higher and will continue to be higher in the next 
three or four years because of relatively large enroll- 
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ments in the upper grades. It is necessary also to 
recognize professional] improvement and long service 
on the part of teachers in our budget. We can, how- 
ever, take care of these costs by careful management 
and by the use of the increased amount of Subsidy in- 
dicated for Sumner in 1955. 

Enrollments in Sumner are on the verge of requiring 
additional classroom provisions; but, barring unforsee- 
able additions to the population from new residents, 
we can operate next year on the same basis as this 
year. It is necessary, however, for the town to give 
careful consideration to future provisions for school 
buildings. For this reason the Superintending School 
Committee is asking that a committee be appointed, to 
include the school committee, for the purpose of mak- 
ing a study of this problem and to bring in a report in 
March 1956. A warrant article covering this matter 
is offered for your action. Maintenance of the present 
buildings will be continued on a minimum basis next 
year until a definite decision is reached concerning 
future school plant needs. Obviously much should be 
done to make the present buildings satisfactory. Paint- 
ing and other interior decoration is needed at both 
East Sumner and Morrill. It would be desirable to have 
a permanent water supply and to eliminate the privies 
at these schools. I hesitate, however, to recommend 
such costly changes until it is clear that these buildings 
and sites are to be used for an indefinite time to come. 

The only major repair suggested for the coming 
year is the laying of a new floor in the primary room 
at the West Sumner School. The present floor is so 
uneven as to be unsafe. A separate warrant article 
based on an estimate for this work is presented for 
your action.

PROGRESS REPORT OF 
MOUTH HEALTH PROGRAM 


Sumner — October 1954 


To the Town of Sumner: ) 

As a result of your true interest and cooperation, a 
sodium fluoride program has been successfully com- 
pleted in your schools. Children from the East and 
West Sumner schools were transported to the Morrill 
School where the clinic was conducted by a dental hy- 
gienist from the State Division of Dental Health. 
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This year, as has been done in the past, children 
of the second, fifth and eighth grades were offered the 
series of sodium fluoride applications. Sodium fluoride 
produces best results when applied to newly erupted 
teeth and children in these grades usually have just 
cut new teeth. 

In addition to four applications of sodium fluoride 
at intervals of 1 to 7 days, each child received a pro- 
fessional cleaning and examination of his teeth and 
suggestions as to how he could improve his own mouth 
health. 

Reports were sent home to the parents informing 
them of the condition of their child’s mouth. 

Forty-two children began and finished the series of 
applications. Two of these were three-year-olds. 

At the time of examination, twelve of these students 
were considered to have clean teeth. This was not a 
very good percentage but we feel sure that you as par- 
ents and teachers are doing much to encourage your 
children to brush their teeth regularly and correctly. 

Five children had received all necessary dental cor- 
rections at the time of the clinic. This is most com- 
mendable considering the fact that Sumner is some 
distance from a dental office. However, Sumner chil- 
dren still need more dental attention. At a meeting 
with your newly formed Health Council we were 
pleased to see that Sumner parents and teachers realize 
the problem of dental care and are interested in cor- 
recting this problem. 

In summarizing, we wish to again point out the 
three important factors for good mouth health; (1) 
Regular home care, (2) Regular dental care, and (3) 
Sodium fluoride applications. 

We wish to thank Mrs. Sidney Abbott and all others 
who helped to make the program successful.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


SUMNER — 1954 


Almost every individual and every civic group is in- 
terested in health, either from a personal or a com- 
munity standpoint, and the success of a public health 
nursing program depends upon this interest. 

A Community Health Council has been organized in 
Sumner this year, and is actively engaged in a worth- 
while project. 

Child Health Conferences are held yearly, at which 
time all infants and pre-school children are examined 
by a physician and offered immunization against 
whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and small pox. 
The school children were examined by a physician and, 
immunizations were offered to those who needed them. 
The public health nurse assists the physician in these 
activities with the help of a very fine group of volunteer 
workers. 

Several people have been referred by their family 
doctor to various clinics. One of the services the pub- 
lic health nurse gives, is to visit these patients and help 
them plan for attending, and following the recom- 
mendations made at clinic. Others have been referred 
for the conservation of eye sight, and the opthalmol- 
ogist’s recommendations have been followed. Home 
visits were also made for health supervision to infants, 
children, and adults. 

The public health nurse wishes to thank everyone in 
the community who has so willingly helped her in the 
various public health activities, and all other members 
who have shown interest in our public health nursing 
program.

Audit analysis 
was on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year, and included all procedures which were considered 
necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within the 
scope of the examination, the financial transactions of 
the Town appear to have been appropriately handled, 
with such exceptions as may be noted in the accom- 
panying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated. Recommendations are 
also offered which are believed to be worthy of your 
consideration.

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COMMENTS 


Town of Sumner 
February 2, 1953 to February 1, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Sum- 
ner has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 1, 1954. The audit included an examination 
of certain financial records which were kept by the 
town officers. The examination consisted of a review of 
cash transactions as well as an analysis of available 
funds and expenditures and the results are incorporated 
in the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the fiscal affairs of the town. 

The fiscal year operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures to the extent of $757.65, 
per the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 
Unexpended Balances $2,190.82 
Overdrafts 1,433.17 


Net Unexpended Balances $ 757.65 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation. 

The audit also revealed that certain phases of munici- 
pal operations may be strengthened by favorable con- 
sideration of the following suggestions: 

Excise tax collections should be deposited 
in accordance with Chapter 19, Section 45 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which 
provides in part that excise taxes shall be 
deposited in the town treasury monthly. 

After September 1st excise tax credits 
should be reduced one half in accordance 
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with the provisions of Chapter 19, Sec- 
tion 41 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 
It was noted that the treasurer cashes 
checks from town funds for other than 
town business. In this respect it is be- 
lieved all town receipts should be de- 
posited intact. 

Bank statements should be reconciled 
monthly with the treasurer’s records. 
Monthly reconciliation of the selectmen’s 
records together with monthly trial bal- 
ances of the general ledger would aid ma- 
terially in keeping audit costs at a mini- 
mum. 

It was ascertained that an amount of 
52,500.00 is due the trust fund from the 
general fund. In this respect attention 
is directed to Chapter 80, Section 106 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944 which pro- 
vides in part that town officials shall in- 
vest all permanent funds including money 
or credits deposited with them for per- 
petual care of lots in cemeteries. 

A review of trust fund investments is 
suggested to determine the legality of in- 
vestments in stocks. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $6,929.04 was reconciled with a 
bank statement furnished by the Norway National 
Bank, Norway, Maine. A count of cash was made at 
date of audit and reconciled with the closing balance at 


February 1, 1954. 


Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes, tax 
liens and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
verifications undertaken to determine their validity at 
the year end. Unpaid accounts were also reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records of the select- 
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LIABILITIES 
The total liabilities of the town at the year end 
amounted to $5,257.18 as reflected on the records. In- 
cluded were the following items:

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances totaled $4,824.63, 
(Exhibit D), and for the most part represented bridge 
and educational account balances which are carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year. 

The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$6,954.10, an increase of $449.87 for the year. This in- 
crease was occasioned principally by the excess of avail- 
able funds over expenditures totaling $757.65 less a 
transfer of $300.00 for land damage in connection with 
the Sumner-Hartford Bridge. 


DEBT FUND 

The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding bridge, equip- 
ment and school notes of $2,689.28, $850.00 and $1,000.- 
00 respectively. These notes mature in 1954. The 
authority to negotiate the Sumner-Hartford Bridge 
loan in the current year was granted by the towns- 
people at a special town meeting in July, 1953. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The total amount of trust fund principals was $6,- 
429.00 at the year end. These funds were invested as 
follows: 
Time Deposits $1,179.00 
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Bonds and Stocks 2,750.00 
Due from General Fund 2,500.00 


Total $6,429.00 
The investments and deposits were verified either by 
physical inspection or confirmed by the banks in which 
the funds were deposited. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 

An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed a decrease of 3,422.30, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This was occasioned 
principally by the change in carrying balances less a 
higher tax levy and an increase in state funds for town 
road improvement. Expenditures for the same period 
decreased by $1,870.59 which was reflected principally 
in the highways and birdges and debt retirement ac- 
counts. ) 


GENERAL 
The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that the townspeople voted to authorize the transfers 
from unappropriated surplus and excise taxes to the 
miscellaneous account. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash and a physical inspection of securities 
was made. The system of internal control was reviewed 
as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. External verifications were util- 
ized to determine the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks 
were examined for a selected period and Major in- 
creases or decreases noted in revenue or expenditures 
over previous years were explored. Insurance and bond 
coverages were listed. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied by examination of the copies of the receipts re- 
tained by the collector. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed advisable 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 1, 1954, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
